Election/Restrictions 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 4- 
5 which are drawn to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 4-5 
been cancelled. 

2. Claims 6, 14, 16, and 54-56 have been rejoined due to the fact that they depend 
from an allowed claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 6-7, 10-16, 18-31, 33-43, 45, and 48-57 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to the cancellation of non-elected claims, filed 
14 March 2006, have been fully considered and are partially persuasive. Independent 
claim 1 is no longer considered generic to all species of the invention. Claims 4-5 are 
drawn to non-elected species of the invention having the spokes mounted in the 
generally axial or tangential direction, respectively. Claim 1 clearly recites the limitation 
of the hub flange engagement means preventing axial and tangential movement 
between the hub flange and the spokes, therefore the limitations set forth in claims 4-5 
do not correspond to the elected species, and have therefore been cancelled. 

The Applicant's arguments regarding claims 6, 14, 16, and 54-56 are persuasive, 
and therefore the aforementioned claims have been rejoined and allowed.
